Accordingly two weeks ago, 
Hon. J. Proctor Knott, of Kentucky, ol the 
Duluth-speech lam e; Hon. D. B. Culber­ 
son, of Texas, and Hon. E. G. Lapham, of 
S e w York, were appointed a sub-commit­ 
tee of the House of 
Representatives to 
investigate the charges against the Judge 
of the United States District Court. 
The 
Committee wasted no time in getting at 
work, and began a most thorough investi­ 
gation. The committee 
completed its 
labors on Saturday aud returned to Wash­ 
ington. It cost not less than ten thousand 
dollars to inquire into the matter of Judge 
Blodgett's guilt or innocence. The Com­ 
mittee has not yet made a report, but will 
in a very few days present its findings to 
the House of Representatives. It is not

THE TENTH CENSUS. 
The bill making provision to take the 
tenth ceosus of the United States, has 
* passed the Senate almost unanimously, the 
vote standing 40 to 4. 
It materially 
changes the old law aod provides for the 
collecting ol rn ore important social statit- 
ticx It also provides for the appointment 
of a Superintendent ol Ceusns of the 
United Slates, who shall nominate to the 
Secretary of the interior, not ii exceed 150 
Supervisors oi Ceo.-us, who shall have the 
supervision of enumerating the inhab­ 
itants 
an i gathering 
such 
statistics 
as 
the 
bill 
provides 
tor.

Supervisors are to divide the districts to 
Which they are assigned, into subdivisions 
which shall not include more than 4,000 or

In cities having more than 10,000 inhab­ 
itants, the work is required to be com­ 
pleted within the first two weeks of June. 
The cost of the census will be a little over 
three million dollars. That amouot is ap­ 
propriated by the bill to defray the gener­ 
al expenses of taking the census, besides 
$250,000 for priming, lf the provisions of 
the bill are fully carried out, the tenth 
census will be L r more complete aud val­ 
uable than any which has yet been taken 
in this country.

The weight of evi­ 
dence goes to show that Major Reno can 
not be held responsible for the tragic death 
of General Culler and his men. 
Colonel 
Benteen, who was in the fatal campaign of 
the summer of 1873, was a witness In the 
military court, and testified that ‘ General 
Custer kept his counsel entirely to himself* 
aud that neither Maj >r Reno,Colonel Ben* 
tseo, nor any of his subordinates knew any* 
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Executive Committee.

belief. Air. Ui&cock immediately took up 
the point aud pressed the witness to give 
the authority on which his opinion was 
founded. By much dogged questioning he 
finally compelled the witness to admit that 
ne had no personal information leading 
him to believe that the Returning Boards, 
either of Florida, South Corolla*, or Louis­ 
iana, were bought by the Republicans. 
Tilden joined iu the laughter which 
went up, when Uunton was compelled to 
rule out his own absurd question at the 
close. 
Wheo excused by the committee, Mr. 
Tilden, alter speaking to a few mem­ 
bers, disappeared with his friends, and 
the crowd thinned out after his depar­ 
ture.

Famous Poets for Their4Work« 
It is related that a gentleman recently 
took to Mr. Bizant a copy of an early edi­ 
tion of ilia poems, with tile request that the 
poet would pot his autograph in it. 
lie 
incidently mentioned that 
he had paid 
$j for it. ‘‘Why,” said Mr. Bryant, *‘that’g 
more than I got for the copyright*” 
Bul 
“Templeton,” writing to the 
Hartford 
Courant, cotes several instances of better 
compensation to poets. 
He says Longfel­ 
low did not get $4,000 ($30 per line) for 
‘The Hanging ot the Crane.” 
He got 
$1,000. It was originally offered to the 
Atlantic 
Monthly, and accepted at a 
compensation 
ot $350. There Bon­ 
ner made the author an offer of $1,000 for 
a poem of Uhs length tor the Ledger ; the 
publishers of the Atlantic, appreciating the 
circumstances, released it to the author. 
He received $300 in addition for the use of 
it for public reading purposes before it ap­ 
peared in print. Tne Cornbin Magazine’s 
compensation tor Tennyson’s “Titbonus” 
was $7,50 per line, aDd the Nineteenth 
Century paid him $13.50 per line for “The 
Revenge.” Some of the best of Longfel­ 
low’s earlier poems were sold to Graham's 
Magazine for small sums. Except the 
Knickerbocker, which did.not pay much, 
and for which Longfellow did not write, 
there were then no other periodicals that 
paid for poetry. The Boston Miscellany, 
which Lowell edited, had the disposition 
to do 
this; but 
it 
did 
not 
live 
long, &nd had little means while m exist­ 
ence. From fitly to a hundred dollars 
used to be paid men of established reputa­ 
tion tor poems for anniversary occasions, 
when societies had the means. Dr. Holmes’ 
longest poems, “Urania—a Rhymed Les­ 
son,” was given before the Mercantile 
Association of Boston. 
He was at first 
not inclined to write it, but was startled 
by the magnificent offeror $300, and felt 
that be could not afford to neglect such an 
opportunity. It occupied nearly an hour 
la its delivery. 
Longfellow and Whittier 
have realized considerable sums from their 
poems, in book form, making probably 
more than do their publishers. 
Longfel­ 
low’s most profitable book was‘Hiawatha,’ 
which a controversy between publisher 
and critics gave an extaordiaary sale on 
its first appearance. 
Whittier’s “Scow 
Bound” also sold largely as did Longfel­ 
low’s “The Hanging of the Crane,’* t jpec 
tally in a holiday edition. 
Tennyson re­ 
ceived a very handsome sum from his Bos­ 
ton publishers tor his “Enoch Arden,” and 
his books {sell best of 
all in America, 
while it is said that Longfellow s have the 
largest popularity in England. The sale of 
Holme's poems Is considerably larger than 
(bat of Lowell's but falls below the sale of 
Longfellow and Whittier.

Killing Clothes Moths. 
Prof. C. F. Riley, United States Ento­ 
mologist. gives the following advice for 
killing clothes moths: The early days of 
June should herald vigorous and extermin­ 
ating warfare against these subtle pests. 
Closets, wardrobes, all receptacles for 
clothing, should be cmtied and laid open, 
their contents thoroughly exposed to light 
and air, and well brushed and shaken be­ 
fore being replaced, lo old houses much 
infested with moths, all cracks in floors, 
wainscots, shelves or furniture should be 
brushed over with spirits of turpentine. 
Camphor or tobacco should be placed 
among all garment, furs, plumes, *fcc., 
when laid aside for the summer. To se­ 
cure cloth linings ofcarrlages from the at­ 
tacks of moths, sponge them on both sides 
with a solution of corrosive sublimate of 
mercury rn alcohol, made just strong 
a black mark on a 
white feather. 
Moths may be killed bv 
fumigating tbe article containing them 
with tobacco or sulphur, or by putting it, 
if practicable, into au oven heated to about 
lot) degrees Fahrenheit.

T H O U G H TS ON T H E T H E A T E R . 
Last evening Rev. Henry Faville gave 
his people at Coart Street Church some 
farther thoughts concerning the theater. 
One week ago last evening he gave bls 
views of the theater ae a teacher of moral­ 
ity, and last night he spoke of it as an 
amusement. There were many, he said, 
who did not claim that the theater should 
be encouraged or patronized for its moral 
influence, but that it was a desirable means 
of recreation and amusement. He deemed 
this Ute only ground on which any sort of 
a claim could be made to justify the exist­ 
ence of the theater, and even this was to 
his mind very doubtful ground, and conse­ 
quently should be avoided in accordance 
with the injunction, which he quoted as 
his text: “Abstain from the appearance of 
evil.” 
He did not deem it possible that even 
pure tragedy 
could form a 
healthful 
amusement, and it would not prove popu­ 
lar in the highest condition of society. It 
did not need scenic surroundings and act­ 
ors arts to enable true tragedy lo meet its 
mission. A careful reading of it was suffi­ 
cient to giye the imagination all the stimu­ 
lant it needed, and when stripped of all 
that debased it, when stripped of its sacri­ 
legious details, aud presented as a pure 
tragedy, It could not lay claims to being a 
healthful amusement. 
But some claimed 
that pure comedy, refined of all grossness, 
proved a pleasing amusement, but even in 
that lorm the speaker saw objections to it 
as an amusement. In the first place it cost 
too much time. Three or four hours were 
spent in this way twice a week, by even 
moderate theater 
goer. 
This time 
could be much more profitably used in 
other ways. Then there was the money 
expended. In a paper, which was favora­ 
ble to the stage, he saw a statement recent- 
y that one woman had drawn $00,000 from 
the public in fifteen weeks, at the theater 
where she was engaged.

them had to sacrifice, not merely mental 
and physical strength but moral and soul 
wealth.

his character somewhat. Could a consist­ 
ent Christian enter upon a life on the stage ? 
If not, ought a fellow mao be asked to do 
that which one felt would be injurious to 
himself ? 
The speaker thought he could see a dif­ 
ference between the professional aud am­ 
ateur theatricals. The motives were differ* 
eat One sought money for some private gain 
The other was often used for helping some 
beocvolent or religious cause. 
Toe actors 
were different. In the one case they made it 
life long profession. 
In the other they 
took it up as a respite from other labors, 
and as a temporary amusement.

If a man could 
not see these differences then the safer way 
was to abstain from both the amateur and 
professional theatricals, and “abstain from 
the appearance of evil.”
